Corporation of the City of Victoria, Pro- 
vince of British Columbia. 

A BYLAW 
To Author!** the Sale of Lands within (lie 
City orVIotoila upon which Taxes to an 
equal or irreitter sum than Twonty-Ilve 
dollars have been due und lit atroar for 
three years. 

Mat, 1G, 1877. 

WHEREAS it is oxpcdlent that all lands or par- 
cels of lands within tho City of Victoria upon 
whioh taxes amounting to a sum of Twenty.flve dol- 
lurs or moro havu been duo and In arrcar for throo 
yearn shall bo sold and tho proceeds applied in tho 
reduction of sltoh taxes. 

BE IT ENACTED THEftEFOKE by tho Mayor and 
Council of tho Oorpo.aliou of the City of Victoria. 

1. Tho Assessor and Collector of tho Municipal 
Council of tho City of Victoria is heruby authorised 
aud dlrocted. Whensoever tax s on any land amount- 
ing to twenty-five dollars bavo been due for and in 
tho third year, or for more than tiireo years preced- 
ing tho current year, to submit to tho Mayor of the 
City of Victoria a list in duplicate of all 'the land* 
liable under the provisions of thiH Bylaw to be sold 
for taxes with the amount of arrears aj?ainst each lot 
set opposite to tho sume; and tho Mayor shall authen- 
ticate such lists by ulhilnK thereto tho seal of the

2. It Bhall not be the duty of the ABBesser and Col- 
lector to mako Inquiry beforo effecting a saloof lauds 
for taxes to ascertain whether or not there is any dis- 
tress upon tho land, nor shall ho bo bound to iuiiulro 
into or form any opinion of tho value of tho land. 

5. The Assessor aud Collector shall prepare a copy 
of the list of lands to be sold and shall include there- 
in, in a separate column, a statement of tho propor- 
tion of costs shareable on oach lot for advertising 
and for the commissions authorized by this Bylaw to 
bo paid to hiui, aud shall cause such list to bo pub- 
lished In some daily paper In the City of Victoria for 
a period of three mouths preceding such intended 
■ale. 

4. The advertisement shall contain a notification 
that unless tho arrears and coats are sooner paid ho 
will proceed to sell tho lauds for tho taxes on a day, 
time and at a place named In the advertisement. 

6. Tho Assessor and Collector shall, at h ast three 
months before the time of sale, also deliver to fir 'i« 
pof it in tho Post Officii to the .dilrsu ur tho owner of 
such property which Is to bo sold for taxes as afore- 
said, or to the agent or such owner, n notice In writ, 
ing of the amount of taxes duo and that the property 
is to ho sold for arrears so due; aud in case the ad- 
dress of tho owner or agent is unknown a notice tothe 
same effect Bhall be posted up on the land intended 
to be sold, and shall also at least tlu-eu months before 
tho lime of sale post a notice similar to the above 
advertisement In somo convenient and public pla cb 
that is to say. a', tho Council Chambers, Victoria, and 
in the Post Offlco building, Victoria. 

C. The day of sale Bhall bo tho ninetieth day ofter 
the publication of such list oxclustve of tho day of 
auch publication, except In case tho said ninetieth 
day shall fall on a Sunday or holiday, in which case 
such salo shall take placo on tho following day, aud 
such sale ahall tako place at thu Council Cham- 
bers, in the City of Victoria, and shall begin at twelve 
o'clock noon. 

7. If at any time appointed for the pale of tho lands 
no bidders appear, tho Assessor aud Collector may ad- 
journ tho laio from timo to time. 

5. If the tales have not been previously collected, 
or If no one appears to pay the samu at the time 
and place appointed for the tale, tho Assessor and 
Collector Hhall sull at public auction so much of the 
land aa may bo sufficient to discharge the taxes aud 
all lawful charges incurred in and about tho salo 
and tho collection of Ihe taxes, selling in preference 
such part as ho may consider best for the owner to 
sell first; and In offering such lands for sain it shall 
shall not bo necessary to describe particularly the 
portion of the lot or section which shall be sold, but 
it will be sufficient to say that he will sell so much 
of the lot or Boctiou as shall bo necessary to secure 
the payment of the taxes due and tho amount of 
taxes stated In the advertisement shall in all cases bo 
prima facie evidence of tho correct amount due. 

9. If the Assessor aud Collector fails at such sale 
to sell such land for tho full amount of arrears of

13. The Assessor and Collector shall bo entitled to 
flvo per centum commission upon tho Bums collected 
by him as aforesaid.

WHAT SHALL WE DO ABOUT IT? 

Qno of tlio legacies of the Into to Iho 
present Local Government wns u drydook 
soheme. Connected with that sebemo 
wore a quantity of cement, an enormous 
primp, Borne S-10,000 worth of machinery, 
a cofferdam in a crude or raw state on 
paper, and an obligation to pay to a woll- 
linowu firm of Loudon cngineora §30,000 
aB compensation for preparing tlio plana 
and overlooking the work. .To anyone 
who is awaro of tho want of fore- 
thought, Bystem, economy and providonoo 
that characterized tho formor Govern- 
ment, it is hardly necessary wo should 
mention that tho obligations incurred 
by that Government on account of 
tho Kchomo were unprovided for when 
tlioy wont "down among tho dead men." 
Tlio Province bad simply been run into 
debt right and left onaccouutof tho clock, 
and thoro was no monoy on hand to dis- 
charge that indebtedness. The debate on 
tho Loan Bill, which disclosed the 
financial straits to which the present Gov- 
ernment have boen put through the reck- 
lessness of their predecessors, was too re- 
cent to require repetition now. Snllico it to 
nay that fiom ftrst to last tho Province 
has incurred a liability of about $180,000 
on account of a dock which, it is said, if 
built in accordance with the engineers' 
plans, will coat not loss than 31,200,000. 
Lot us refer for a moment to tho terms 
uudor which this Province was united 
witb Canada. We find that Canada agreed 
to guarantee the payment of interest at 
the rate of tivo per cent, per annum on 
£100,000 for a space of ten years to aid in 
tho construction of. a drydook at Esqui- 
mau. Subsequently Canada agreed to 
pay to this Province a lumpsum of £250,- 
000 in lieu of tho guarantee, btud sum to 
bo applied to the construction of tho dry- 
dock. Upon tho chango of Ministry at 
Ottawa the incoming Cabinet declined to 
recognize tho $250,000 as a gift, but offer- 
ed it as a loan, chargeable with interest 
at tho rate of tivo per cent. While tho 
dispute as to tho naturo of the advance 
was pending, tho Government of tho Pro- 
vince had secured from tho Imperial Gov- 
ernment a promise to pay, on completion 
of the dock, in accordance with specifica- 
tions to bo approved by the Admiralty, 
the sum of §250,000, in return for which 
vessels uf the ltoyal Navy are to bo dock- 
ed for a certain number of years free of 
charge. This offer, on its face, bears tlio 
appearance of munificence; but when we 
r.'lloct thuttho Imperial Government have 
stipulated that the dock hhall bo a iiivt- 
cln=s o..e and capable of docking 
the largest Bbip in Her Majesty's 
Navy, the sum really Eeema iusignifi 
cant. Immediately on receiving this 
assurance fiom Loudon tho then Provin- 
cial Government appear to have launched 
out upon a career of extravagance in the 
purchase of cement and machinery, and 
in giving out a contract for the construc- 
tion of a cofferdam, they nt tho same 
timo being well aware of tlio dispute tout 
hud arisen between them and Canada as 
to whetAitr tho advance to be made on ac- 
count of tho drydook was a loan or a gift. 
Wo are sorry to say tliat that question is 
b till in abeyance; but us to the right of 
tho Province to regard the advauco as a 
free gift wo entertain no doubt. If any- 
thing were wauling to confirm that view, 
tbo notes of Messrs. Tilley and Laogevin 
(members of tho Cabinet who made the 
bargain) to Mr. DeOosmOS would settle it 
in favor of the Provincial view. Bat so 
long as there was a dispute as to tho na- 
ture of the advance tho Government of 
the Province were not in a position to ex- 
pend a single dollar, or to outer into a 
contract on account of dock expenditure. 
The clock is a national not a provincial 
work. Tho stipulation of the present 
Canadian Government that tho $250,000 
they propose to advance (loan?) must 
bo appliel to dock and to no other 
purpose, shows that they regard it 
as a work of a national character; and the 
further stipulation of tho British Govern- 
ment as to the class of dock that is to bo 
provided proves that they:, too, regard it 
as an Imperial work. So far as wo 
can heo, at tho present moment tho Pro- 
vince stands committed to build, equip 
and maintain a dock at Esquimalt for the 
use of Her Majesty's Navy and tho com- 
mercial marine of tho world at a cost 
variously estimated from 81,000,000 to 
§1,200,000, in return for a gift of §250,000 
from the British Government, — for that 
would seem to bo the only tangible bene- 
fit, we can lay hold of, and in return for 
it wo will bo" required to dock Her Ma- 
jesty's ships freo of cost for a term of 
years. The revenue from the mercantile 
marine that might avail themsolves uf tho 
dock would probably bo not nioro than 
Buffioiont to pay tho working expenses, 
and the Province would Iheiefore 
be called on to provide from tho gen- 
eral revenue any duficit that might occur 
in meeting the interest and sinking fund. 
It seems a bard matter, truly, that this 
young and struggling Province, after tho 
many bitter disappointments to which it 
lias been subjected in other rospecls 
should bo expected to mortgage its future 
for the purpose of providing a place of 
repair for Her Majesty's ships; (hat in 
conferring a benefit on tho nation wo 
should receive no substantial backing 
from the Ottawa Government in tho great 
undertaking; and that the amount Great 
Britain proposes to give us after wo shall 
have built the dock in accordance with 
her plana is only about one-fifth the entire 
cost of tho work. 

Tho question that forces itself upon tho 
minds of men who have in view the fu- 
ture welfare of this country in, What shall 
we do about it? Tho Government can 
treble taxation and finish tho work: but 
when they shall have done that thoy will 
find that they have sunk in a dry dock tho 
substance of their people. This is n sa- 
crifice that wo do not believo the Imperial 
Government would expect this peoplo to 
make. Events that crowd thickly upon 
oaob other in Europe indicate that Great 
Britain is about to be involved in a strug- 
glu to maintain her commercial suprema- 
cy and greatness, and in that caso 
Esquimalt nin^t become the outfitting 
station on the Paoiflo for British cruisers. 
Uy the law of nations Ihoy could not refit 
in a neutral port; and supposing a British 
wiir ship to icqiiire docking she could not 
go into dock at Hun Francisco, say, with- 
out dismantling 1111(1 K olll K oll t of servieo 
for tho remainder of tho war. It is of 



paramount importance that Great Britain 
should have a drydook of her own on the 
Pacilic, whero her vessels may bo re- 
fitted and docked as occasion required. 
Canada's duty is to carry out tho agree- 
ment Iho Maodonald Ministry made with 
British Columbia by paying over to her 
§250,000 as a froo gift for dock purposes, 
and it would bo to Great Britain's in- 
terest to increase the subsidy of £50,000 
to £100,000. With a solid liuancial foun- 
dation of §750,000 to build upon the work 
could bo pushed on to completion by tho 
Province, or tho sito and material on 
hand might bo made over to the Imperial 
Government and the work completed by 
them without further cost to tho Province. 
No doubt tho Government have consider- 
ed tho Imperial phase of the drydook ques- 
tion 'ere this; and as Admiral Do Horsey 
will shortly arrive on tho station, it is to bo 
hoped that a schemo for tho early com- 
mencement and completion of tho dry- 
dock will be laid before him. 



The Sinking of the Turkish Monitor. 



The Now York Herald correspondent 
stationed at tho Kns.-in.ii headquarters nt 
Jnssy, telegraphs full details of tho sink- 
ing of the Turkish monitor by tho llus- 
sian batteries beforo Ibrailaw on tho river 
Danube. He says that the entire Turkish 
flotilla, consisting of several heavy armed 
monitors and a few gunboats of the first 
and second class, appeared bol'oro the 
town of Ibrailaw, anil on coming into po- 
sition began bombarding tho place. Tho 
lire of tho Turkish vessels was at once re- 
turned by tho Bussiau shoro batteries, 
and the artillery battle was soon a tierce 
and doadly one, and continued for some 
time. At length two shells were fired from 
a pieco in one of the Russian batteries, un- 
der direction of Commandant Samailli, at 
one of tho monitors having two turrets 
and threo masts, and named the Loukli- 
gellt{ meaning "Tho Grace of God.") Tho 
vessel fired at was a distance of two miles 
from tho batteries, yet both of tho shells 
struck tho monitor. As they fell tho ves- 
sel seomed for a moment to be rising out 
of tho water, and in less than a minute af- 
ter sho sank. There was no explosion, 
and the monitor wont down so suddenly 
that it is believed that tho fatal projectiles 
did not strike tho powder magazine, but 
f ^ 11 into tho hold, whero they exploded, no 
doubt toaii^u i avK0 i 10 i GS ; n uer bottom, 
tho water rushing in bo ..,.1,11,. ^nt s h 
sank without any warning. 

As soon as tho catastrophe was compre- 
hended in its fullest extent the Russians 
made an effort to succor their enemies. A 
boat was dispatched from tho shoro to tho 
scene of tho wreck, in which woro an olli- 
cor of marines named .Skoulew. an aid-do- 
camp namod Ragoalia, and Lieutenant 
Doubnnoff. Thoy were unsuccessful in 
finding any of the officers and crew in the 
water, but Lioutonant Doubanoff bad tho 
honor of capturing tho flag of tho sunken 
monitor. 

The ill-fated vessel was under the com- 
mand of HadjetBey, and had 200 men on 
board at tho time sho was so suddenly de- 
stroyed. Out of tho number only ono 
man was saved, and ho was picked up at 
tho distance of a mile from tho other Tur- 
kish vessels. Nono of tho Turkish com 
mauders mado any attempt to succor their 
comrades in distress. Tlio sinking of tho 
monitor was a rt mark ablo event, sudden 
and supreme in its effects. 

Canadian Mail. 

( Par steamship North Pacific) 
Ottawa, May 10.— Rev. Mr. Hunter 
has been invited by tho quarterly board 
of tho Dominion Methodist Church to 
remain here another year. 

Mr. Cariboo Cameron lost a valu- 
able gold headed cane here at tlio closo 
of the session. It was returned to bis 
hotel anonymously yesterday. 

London, May 11.— The dwelling of Mr. 
Skuse, situated on tho 2nd concession of 
Wostminster, was ontered about 2 o'clock 
on Sunday morning by masked burglars. 
The inmates were aroused by the presence 
of three armed men at their bedside, who 
threatened them with instant death unless 
monoy was given them. One of the gang 
then stood guard over tho family, armed 
with a revolver, while the other two ran- 
sacked tho house for plunder. In ono 
drawer thoy found §112 in bills, and be- 
ing apparently satisfied, left. The in 
mates wero too much alarmed to stir till 
morning, and tlio robbers h id time to gi t 
clear. 

Queuec, May 11.— Some ill-feeling bus 
been caused among the laboring class by 
a report that tho contractors for tho new 
Government buildings intend bringing 
two or three hundred habitants from Hit: 
lower parishes to execute tho work. The 
contractors who are laying tho new stono 
pavement in St. Joseph street, St. Rock's, 
are also employing habitants, who wero 
driven from their work by a crowd of city 
laborers this morning, the police being in 
too small force to interfere. The mob 
then marched to tlio sito of tho Depart- 
mental Buildings, and drovo away the 
men at work there, who offered no resis- 
tance. The police did not interfere. 

Mo.NTtiKAL,, May 15.— Her Excellency 
tho Countess of Duffenn visited iho Naz- 
areth Blind Asylum this afternoon at tlm e 
O'clock, accompanied by a number of la- 
ities and gentlemen. 

To day Joseph Perrault, late Secretary 
of the Canadian Centennial Commission, 
has entered an action for damages lor 
libel against tho Mail Printing and Pub- 
lishing Company, of Toronto, for §20,000. 
Tho alleged libel was contained in a letter 
from the Mail's Centennial correspondent 
in May last, which severely reflected on 
Mr. Perrault. The letter was headed, 
"Corruption of a Canadian Centennial 
Commissioner." 

Tho Countess of Duffbrin is at present 
in tho city ribiting her sister, Mrs. Bus- 
sell Stephenson. 

Ottawa, May 15.— Voting 011 tho §100,- 
000 by-law for completing the water works 
takes place to morrow. It will probably 
bo carried in spite of tho opposition <>! a 
few persons who are working hard against 
it. Tho total assessment of tho city this 
year is §12,010,025 in four wards, and 
with the fifth will probably bo $13,210,- 
025. Lust year the total assessment was 
§11 ,5-12,358. 

English Mail 

(I'd- aleaml r North Pnolrto.) 
Messrs. Christie, Maiison and 
Woods havo conimencod tho sale of 
tho celebrated collection of modern 
paintings mado by Mr. Albert Grant 
for bis mansion at South Kensington, 
Tho salerooms woro crowded to excess, 
but many of tlio pictures wore sold at 
a groat deal less than Mr. Grant gave 
for thoin. Maoliso's "Scene from 



Midsummer Night's Dream," which 
cost him TOO guineas, only fetched 350 
guineas; and HorbortV'Holy Trinity," 
which cost Tfifl guineas, only fetched 
450 guineas. "La Cotterin Nacional," 
by John Phillips, fetched 3,000 guin- 
eas; Stanfield's "Morning of tho 
Wreck," 2,5o0 guineas; and Stantield'B 
"Battle of lioveredo," 2,400 guiuons. 
Tho latter cost Mr. Grant £4,000. 
The first day's sale realized nearly 
£-12,300. Tho auctioneer said that a 
liner assemblage of works of the mod- 
em English school was nover gathered 
together. 

Some criticism has been evoked by 
a recent speech of Captain Pirn, M. P., 
who, in the course of a discussion on

OBSTRUCTING A PEACE OFFICER. 

May 20, 1877. 
At 11 a.m. tho Court resumed sitting 
ami tho trial of Hoskins, Williiiras, Hog- 
gan, Edwards, Thompson and Phillips, in- 
dicted for obstructing a peace officer, be- 
gan. 

A groat deal of difficulty was experienced 
io empanelling the jury. Out of the 2d 
Bpooiol jurors summoned, tho 12 who had 
served in tho previous lengthy ease wero 
excused on the supposition that tho re- 
maining 12 would bo present to "serve 
thoir country." Only nine, however, of 
the dozon answered to tho Coroner's call 
and thoy were immediately empanelled, 
thoir names being Messrs. S. Pitts, E. 
White, J. Graham, R. P. Rithet, C. B. 
Redfern, J. Russell, A. J. Smith, T. J. 
Partridgoand W. Masliu, Spooial juror 
Mahood was absent with the consent of 
tho Court. Juryman Jones sent in a 
medical cortitlcato, which His Lordship 
said did not definitely state he was loo ill 
to attend, and the twelfth juror, Mr. T. H. 
Long, failed to answer his name — absent 
without leave. 

His Lordship said it was unfair that 
any jurors of tho last oaso should bo ask- 
ed to sit again and ordered that Mr. Long 
be sent for and that to moot the ower- 
gonoy two common jurors ho Bent for. 

To enablo this to be done tho Oourt 
theroforo adjourned till 1 p.m. 

On reassembling, Mr, Long explained 
to Uie Court that ho had not attended in 
tho morning, because tho usual notice 
had not boon given in oither of tho daily 
papers. 

His Lordship directed him to take his 
soat in tho jury box, and Mr. C. Morley 
was called upon as twelfth juror, Mr. 1{. 
"Williams haying previously signilied his 
willingness to act as eleventh, although 
ho had been on tho previous jury, 

THE PJtOSEODIOR, 

Mr. Drake, on behalf of tho Crown 
informod tho jury that tho prisoners had 
been indicted under an Act of 18G9, and 
as to tho facts they were so simple that he 
hoped tho caso would not occupy tho 
same length of timo as tho ouo just con- 
cluded. The circumstances were as fol- 
lows: on tho 13th April hist tho high bail- 
iff acting undor an order of tho County 
Court proceeded with some 11 warrants to 
ojoot tho occupants of cottages at Welling- 
ton, said cottages boiug tho property of 
Mr. Dunsmuirand occupied by minors 
formerly employed by him. The occu- 
pants of tho houses refused to give up 
possession aud tua high sheriff and his 11 
bailiffs were greeted with cursing, hoot- 
ing and yelling. The Sheriff succeeded, 
however, in ejecting two families; but in 
attempting to eject tho third he and sever- 
al of his bailiffs woro assaulted by Alexan- 
der Hoggan, ono of tho prisoners, whilst 
a largo crowd of miners drove away the 
other bailiffs and prevented the Sheriff 
from executing his duty. Somo of the 
bailiffs woro kicked, beaten and had stonoa 
thrown at them as tho evidence he intend- 
ed to call would distinctly prove. It did 
not matter to tbo jury whether the 
assaults woro tho result of com- 
bination, it was sufficient if tho 
evidence showed that the prisoners 
had been guilty of obstructing tho peace 
officer. T'.io learned counsel then ex- 
plained tho Imperial County Courts Aot 
relative to tenancy and showed that the 
owner had the option of proceeding either 
against the occupier or tenant. Tho de- 
fense would possibly allege that tho war- 
rant did not refer to Alex. Hoggan's house 
but to David Hoggan's; this, however, 
would be entirely inadequate as Mr. Duns- 
muir had only ouo house occupied by a 
Hoggan, and the question of tenancy had 
boon settlod by tho Court from which tho 
order of ejectment emanated. That order 
right or wrong tho .Sheriff was hound to 
curry out, and tho defendants if wronged 
had an action for trespass in a civil court. 
Instead of relying on that remedy, how- 
over, they had taken tho law in thoir own 
bands and wore now arraigned on an in- 
dictment for so doing. Ho would now 
proceed to call tho witnesses. 

Thomas Harris, high bailiff and 
sheriff, deposed that on tho 18th April 
last ho proceeded with 14 bailiff's to the 
Wellington minesjoa arrival at Departure 
Ray, lie and his bailiffs, armed with 14 
warrants lor ejectment proceeded to 
tho houses to take possession of them. 
Before reaching them he saw that his 
bailiffs who had gone alioad of him wore 
standing injho road somo distance from 
tho houses, and on getting up to 
thorn ho said: "Now, gentlemen, let's 
proceed to business." A crowd 
of somo 70 men were surrounding the 
bailiffs and when the latter moved on tho 
miners followed, shouted and groaned, 
calling tho bailiffs thieves, murderers, 
chaingang birds and Australian lags. 
They followed'und preceded the bailiffs, 
doing af I they could to thwart thom. Th» 
prisoner Phillips was particularly obnox- 
ious, especially addressing foul language 
to witness, and when witness told him ho 
had come to carry oiu tho law just as ho 
bad been instructed, ho replied "Ho'd be 

il d if thoro was any law for tho poor 

man," and others shouted that "Mr. 
Dunsmuir bad robbed them and they'd bo 
d d if they'd give up thoir houses un- 
til they got their rights." Witness told 
thorn if they bad any complaints against 
Mr. Duusruuir tbcj ocald obtain redress 
in the law courts just as well as a rich 
man. Having previously obtained pos- 
session of two houses, witness proceed- 
ed to the oottago occupied by Hoggan. 
He knocked three times and demanded 
admittance in the name of tho Queen. 
Tho door was barricaded, no ono answer- 
ed and tho bailiffs after some timo burst 
tho door open. Witness went in lirst and 
was mot by Alex, lloggau, ono of tho 
prisoners. Ho asked him why ho did. not 
oj>»n tho door when admittance was de- 



manded, and he answered that "ho didn't 

-mint any God d — d son of a to enter 

his house. " Witness told him he had 
eotuo to execute tho law and bad a war- 
rant for ojootmont. Prisoner was in a 
droadful passion and whon witnoss hand- 
ed him tho warrant ho replied, "that's not 

my name and I'll bo d d if you or all 

the men in tho country shall take any- 
thing out of my heuso." Witness then 
called on his bailiff's and thoy commenced 
to tako tho furniture out; meanwhile tho 
miners on tho other sido were calling, 
"Turn thorn out! Go it, Hoggan I Oivo it 

to the b — s of b s!" Prisoner rushed 

at him and tried to throw him out. | Mr. 
Drake — He didn't put his arm around 
your waist, did lie? (Laughter.) Witness 
— No sir.] Some one called out to pri- 
soner to leave tho Sheriff alone, and a 
numbor of minors rushed into tho house 
and taoklod threo of tho bailiffs. Witness 
wont to tho door and saw fifty or sixty of 
tho minors driviug tho rest of tho bailiffs 
away. The house was full of miners and 
as ho could do nothing ho left. They 
would not lot him get possession nor 
move au article of furniture. Tho prison- 
er Williams was ono of tho most active 
men and all tho prisoners woro amongst 
tho crowd. Witness then went towards 
Mr. Dunsmuir's with tho throe baililfs 
who had followed him out of tho house 
but before ho got there two of tho throe 
woro missiug. Subsequently witness 
"cleared out throe other empty houses" 
(laughter) and about 2 p. m. ho saw his 
bailiffs near Mr. Dunsmuir's house, A 
crowd followed witness to see him break 
open tbo doors of tho empty houses for 
tho snko of the fun, because they know no 
ono was in them. Thoy jeered and ridi- 
culed him, particularly the prisoner Ed- 
wards. 

Cross examined — Was not interfered 
with at tho empty houses, nor did I 
meet with any active resistance at tho 
first two houses, excopt aa to bursting a 
door in. I wos shockod at tho bad lan- 
guage used, but did not mako any bad 
expression to them myself on any occa- 
sion; I treated the boys to boor. Tho 
witness was hero strictly cross-examined 
as to making use of a very lilthy expres- 
sion to tho miners, "Witness would not 
Hwear that he did not uso tho language, 
but stated to tho best of bis belief ho 
did not uso it. On tho 13th April witness 
would swear he did not call tho miners 

sons of or any other bad names. 

briggs, G.iskiu aud Fisher (bailiffs) went 
into Hoggan's house with him; did not 
soo David Hoggan thero and did not know 
that be occupied tho house. Witness 
called on David Hoggan to open tho 
door. Nobody said to him "I'm David 
Hoggnn,"at least lie couldn't hear it for tho 
row. Witness handed a copy of the war- 
rant to Alex. Hoggan, not at any timo to 
David Hoggan. Alex. Hoggan said tho 
house was Ins and everything in it; saw a 
woman in tho houso, supposed it was 
Alex. Hoggan's wife; she didn't say tho 
children woro ill in bed, nor that the 
houso was hers; had no warrant with 
Alex. Hoggan's name on it; recollected 
J'tiruess' house, ejected him. [Evidence 
objected to asirrevelant. i Did nut remem- 
ber Hoggan's brother quietly expostulat- 
ing with him that ho should be careful 
as the houso was not David Hoggan's. 
Did not tliiuk it safo to proceed with tho 
remaining warrants after the treatment 
reeoived at Hoggan's. No ono but Hog- 
gan personally assaulted him except by 
throwing things at him; was not scratched 
nor hurt in tho whole affair. Tho prison- 
Thompson, bo stated iu tho Poiico Court, 
behaved like a geutloman.but ho then con- 
founded him with a man named Morgan 
who iuvitod him to tako possession of his 
house. 

By a Juror— Tho road was wide enough 
for my moil tr> pass the miners to rejoin 
me, but tho mou could not do it with- 
out lighting their way to me. 

Alfred P. Briggs deposed that ho was 
one of the bailiffs on tho 13th April. On 
the way up to the mine met a crowd of 
miners; tho crowd didn't do or say any- 
thing until tho Sheriff arrived ; they then 
started in to abuse them; two ejectments 
were made, tho minors following, and 
then they went to Hoggan's house; tho 
Sheriff called for Hoggan but no ono 
enmo, and after a while tho bailiffs wero 
ordered to burst the door open; tho Sher- 
iff went in first and witness, Fisher and 
two or threo other bailiffs followed. Tho 
minors wero all around tho houso and 
when tho bailiffs went in witness aud 
Fibber took hold of a table; a man then 
eamo out of a room iusido and said "let 

go of my tablo.you s of a b " and 

struck witness with his fist; tho miners 
outside called out "let themhavo it" and 
rushed into tho house; witness got, shoved 
out aud was driven away threo or four 
hundred yards; he was kicked, pushed 
and struck on tho cheat with a stone; 
when they had driven witnoss off they 
wont back for Fisher; witness wout to his 
assistance seeing that ho was being kick 
ed and pushed, but ho could not help 
him because they treated him in a similar 
manner; they woro both driven off and 
prevented from getting back; Phillips 
seemed to bo a ringleader. 

Cross-examined — Didn't soo Phillips 
helping Fisher, but 1 beard Fisher say ho 
did so in tho Poiico Court; didn't soo fin- 
der or Cogan at any of tho houses; Capt. 
Dovereaux was at tho houso where there 
was no troublo; didn't seo a woman in 
Hoggan's houso; was only thero about a 
minute before 1 got put out; tried to get 
in tho back way but thoy locked tho door 
in my face. 

liy a Juror— Cannot swear who struck 
mo, but it was a man liko tho prisoner 
Hoggan. 

William Oaskin, another of the bailiffs, 
corroborated the evidence given by the 
last witness and stated that the prisoner 
Hoggan told the Sheriff the warrant was 
not for him but for his brother; witness 
identified Hoggan as the man who struck 
Briggs and pushed tho Sheriff and de- 
scribe 1 his conduct as furious; the miners 
flocked into tho house and prevented tho 
Sheriff from gutting possession; tho iniu- 
ors outside cried "throw scalding water 
on them," "blow them up with powder," 
and after witnoss was driven from tho 
houso ho was pushed off a bridge in com- 
pany with a bailiff named Francis who 
fell besido him; recognized all tho prison- 
ers except Hoskins os being in tho crowd 
every timoj witness was also kicked and 
Phillips threatened him because ho would 
not tell him his name; Thompson abused 
him and tho crowd followed tho bailiffs 
and jeered them, 

Oross-oxamined— I heard Mrs, Hoggan 
toll Harris tho ejectment was not for 
them; sho asked him to step into a room 
and said "look in here;" I saw her hold 
a picco of pnpor in her hand, but I do not 
know that it was a medical certificate;. I 
offered William Hoggan in tho presence 
of James Francis to get out of the way 
for 810; I have had uo promise of em- 
ployment by Dunsmuir, Digglo & Co.; I 



bavo boon paid for going up to Nanaimo 
but nothing else; I am engaged by a man 
named Maltby at 8-10 por month; I was 
bruised when I was pushed off tho bridge 
and I nover said that I fell off by accident; 
I foil 12 foot and took good euro not to go 
on tho bridge again. 

Ru-examiucd — When I said I would 
tako $10 to stop away from Court, Francis 
had askod me tli 3 day boforo what I would 
tako to leave tho country; that is tho reas- 
on I made tho offer; I told Mr. Drako and 
Mr. Harris of tho circumstance and Mr. 
Drake sont me to tho Superintendent of 
Pjlieo who searched mo and saw I had 
110 money; on the advioe of Mr. Bowden 
I then went to Fraucis and promised to 
meet him in two hours; then 1 saw Win. 
Hoggan and Francis and thoy took me to 
tho back of tho Prince of Wales Saloon; 
Francis then told mo that Mr. Bunstor 
had tried to raise tho monoy, but bo could 
not do it; I reported progress to Mr. 
Bowden alter they had stood troat; I am 
still without my $40; 1 expoct thoy smelt 
a rat (laughtor.) 

James Francis, a subpootmod witness, 
failed to answer his namo aud a warrant 
was issued for him. 

Robt. Dunsmuir deposed that Alexan- 
der lloggau was living in David Hoggan's 
houso; tho bouse was loasod to David; at 
tho timo in question thoro was no other 
houso occupied by any of tho Hogg-ana 
but this ouo; tho sheriff went to this 
houso to execute a warrant of ejectment. 

Cross-examined — I leased tho house to 
David Hoggan in August, 187(1; tho rout 
was kept off him all tho time until the 
month of January when W illiam Hog- 
gan's namo was put down by mistake; 
Alex. Hoggan never wss omployod by mo; 
his brother William fell sick and ho oomo 
in his place; Alox. had no houso and ho 
never was on our books for a houso; knew 
he was a married man and had a family; 
remember bis brothers coming to mo and 
asking for a houso for him ; 1 did not agree 
fo give the houso to Alexander, but to 
David; I did not tell Mrs. Knight or any- 
body else that I had given tho houso to 
Mrs. Hoggan and her family. 

Mr. Drako objected to tho nature of the 
cross-examination us to tenancy, it having 
uo bearing whatever on tho issue the jury 
had to try. 

Mr. Walkem said ho should contend to 
tho contrary. 

The Court then adjourned till 11 o'clook 
Wednesday morning.

Tin: steam-tug Alexander has contract- 
ed lo tow tho two Fi-Liich barks that arriv- 
ed yesterday from Royal lioada to Has- 
tings Mills to-day. 



In the Houso of Commons Captain Pim 
asked the First Lord of tho Admiralty if 
he was in possession of fnll information 
as to tho number, strength, aud move- 
ments of tho Russian naval forces iu the 
neighborhood of San Francisco and New 
York, and whether he would stale to tho 
House any intelligence he might bavo on 
tho subjeot. Tho Chancellor of tho Ex- 
chequer said that, in tho absouce of the 
First Lord of the Admiralty, ho had to 
state this was a question which her Ma- 
jesty's Government thought ought not to 
bo answered. [Cheers. J The Chancellor 
of tho Exchequer, says tlni Echo, declin- 
ed—and, probably, for the best reasons — 
to satisfy the curiosity of inquisitive Gap- 
tain Pim, as to tho strength of tho Rus- 
sian ileet in American waters; but tho gal- 
lant and learned mem her for Gravesend, 
although occasionally a great boro in tho 
House, cannot be blamed for making in- 
quiries on a subject which, like this, is of 
overwhelming importance to us at this 
juncture. An unpleasant rumor has got 
afloat that the Russian naval squadron on 
the Pacific coast is of formidable strength, 
and that it is available for aggressive 
operations against either a Turkish or 
English force; but the particulars wo 
possess of tho British naval force in that 
quarter of the globe ore cheerfully roas- 
15 u ring. It consists of tho Shah, 28 guns, 
4,200 tons; tho Amethyst, screw frigate, 14 
guns, 1,400 tons; the Opal, screw frigate, 
the Phantom, Albatross, Daring, screw 
oorvettos or sloops, 1 guns each; aud a 
screw gun-vessel, the Rocket, 4 guns. 
The total force, therefore, is seven sea- 
going aud effective ships, mounting 72 [ 
guns, and carrying 1,500 officers and men, 
who are under the command of Admiral 
do Horsey, who will, of course, bu able to 
depend upon reinforcements, if required, 
from the China and East India squadrons. 
The Russian force is stated to consist of 
three heavily-armod corvettes aud threo 
small steamers mounted with guns; but 
there is a probability of this squadron being 
speedily augmented by several corvettes 
at San Francisco. 

American Mail. 

Says tho New York Graphic',— So far wo 
bavo enjoyed our boas: 1 of our increasing 
beef trado with England. But no rose is 
without a thorn. A dismal wail is com- 
mencing to be heard at homo. Our own 
prime joints and roasts are giving out, and 
even now aro difficult to procure. Only 
the best cattle are shipped to England. 
None go under 1,400 pounds weight. 
Forty-five thousand of such oattle have al- 
ready crossed the Atlantic. John Bull is 
literally taking tho fat of our land leaving 
us only tho lean, aud "tho trade is only in 
its infanoy." 

A recently published notieo of a mar- 
riage in Philadelphia ended with tho an- 
nouncement, "No cards; no flowers; no- 
body's business,"

St. Petebsbdbo, Muy 25. — Intelli- 
gence has boon received from Kara- 
kilisia that the Turks having received 
considerable reinforcements intend 
assuming the offensive. 

WiDDiN,May 25. — Reports aro current 
of a Bulgarian rising nt Matza and 
Bergonitz in tho Balkans. 

Pxsth, May 2li. — Roumania's reply 
to Count Audi-assy's note respecting 
the free navigation of tho Danube was 
unsatisfactory. The Austrian govern- 
ment replied iu ouergetic terms that it 
is not disposed to recognizo Routuania 
as a belligerent. 

A telegram from Transylvania states 
that the Russians are fortifying posi- 
tions near Kinere, within a league of 
tho Hungarian frontier. 

Alexandria, May 25.— Tho Egyptian 
contingent is now embarking. The 
question whether tho Roumanian army 
will cross tho Danubo as advised by 
the war party is now seriously embar- 
rassing tbo Roumania government, and 
it is impossible to foraee the Cabiuet's 
decision. * 

Tho Austrian government has in- 
formod theBoumanian ministers that it 
feels a friendly interest in the now stato 
aud as Roumania has now attained her 
iudepondonce Austria cannot see why 
she should cross the Danube in search 
of anything else. 

London, May 2G. — A "Times" dis- 
patch from Berlin states that the Rus- 
sian main army in Asia which took 
Ardahan is 70,000 strong. A portion 
of this forco having since boon detach- 
ed, Batoum is now seriously imperil- 
ed. 

Tho recall of Russian rosorvos from 
Vienna and Belgrado are attributed to 
tho wish, to avoid discussions about 
the possibility of Servia participates: 
in the war. 

A "r"" 1 " 1 ftoffl Berlin reports that 
some vossols of the Russian squadron 
which left America with sealed ordors 
will return to Cronstadt and others 
will anchor before Gibraltar to inter- 
cept neutral ships carrying arms aud 
ammunition for Turkey. 

London, May 26. — A correspondent 
of the "Daily News" at Vienna says: 
It is stated 011 good authority that the 
Russian army iu Roumania does not 
yet exceed 130,000. Three complete 
army corps have not yet crossed the 
Pruth. - 

Tho "News"' Bucharest dispatch 
says between Galatz and Bucharest 
is all but blocked by a series of im- 
mensely long trains crowded with in- 
fantry. Bucharest constitutes the 
principal centre where tho columns 
radiate to their respective destinations 
on the Danube. Another important 
artery is on the road from Basco to 
Oltenitza. 

Moscow, May 2G. — Intelligence from 
Epatoria announces that most of the 
wealthier families have iled to Sim- 
mcrapol and other towns in the inter- 
ior. All shops aro shut. The roadstead 
is deserted, all tho merchant ships 
having left and tho small vessels havo 
been sunk or hauled ashore. 

New York, May 27. — -The Herald's cor- 
respondent at St. Petersburg hud un in- 
terview with a prominent Bus-dan diplo- 
matist from which ho concludes that Rus- 
sia in making war upon Turkey has a two- 
fold object. First by her advanco into 
Asia to gain the right of way aud passage 
to China, and second by her operations 
In Europe to obtain tho freedom of tins 
different tributary states: namely, Bul- 
garia, Herzegovina, Roumania, Servia aud 
Bosnia, and sho would guarantee these 
provinces their independence no matter 
against what power. Iu other words bho 
would form a defensive and offensive al- 
liance with those liberated territories. 
Tho correspondent was informed that long 
boforo an army could bo brought in front 
of tho walls of Constantinople peace 
would bo made. Tho terms of peace 
would perhaps include the sin-render on 
tho part of Turkey of a portion of her fleet 
and tho consummation of a treaty placing 
Constantinople under joint control of all 
tho foreign Powers. Russia has 110 in- 
tontion of advancing into India for her 
nmbition is to become master and posses- 
sor of part of tho Celostial Empire. To- 
ward thiaend her inroads into Asia aro 
directed, Tho centro of the Asiatic army 
under Gen. Melkoffis estimated at 80,000 
men and 240 cannon. The right wing of 
Ivan corps under Gen. Okloljie number* 
45,000 men and 140 guns. Tho left wing 
of 1 ho Ivan corps under Gon. TorgWka- 
doff numbers 50,000 men and 155 guns. 

London, May 27. — Ouo of tho hist roads 
in Asia Minor runs from Batoum along 
tho river Choruk through Ortven to Otli 
and thence to Bardez, and the road cross 
tho river about 50 miles northeaBt of 
Porktarek and follows a tributary of tho 
Choruk to Sortoum, guarding tho north- 
ern entrance of the pass leading iuto the 
valley of Kara or western Euphrates; 
thonco it runs through a swampy valley 
south of which lies Erzeroum. Tho im- 
portance of the road cannot bo overrated. 
It is tho best and shortest lino of commu- 
nication between Erzeroum aud the sea 
00a ,t. Tho objeot of 'ho Russian attack 
on Batoum iu thought to bo less to obtain 
possession of the town than tho control 
of this road and cut off communication 
with Erzeroum, They havo succeeded 
and pushed their advanco already to Al- 
lyno from Ardahan. Ono road runs south- 
ward to Ears another to Ardanudsok 
where it branches wost to Arlvina and 
south to Tavosgerm and Oltis. A third 
road leads from Ardahan via Unit across 
the Chanty Mountains to Oltiund Bardiz. 
On their rotrcat from Ardahan tho Turks 
used the road loading westward and south- 
westward part escaping to Ardanudsok 
and part across tho Chanty Mountains to 
Olti. 

Dispatches from Turkish sources report 
Russians have t-inco ooo u pied the Olti 
road from Ears to Erzeroum, which di- 
vides a short distance from Ears the 
branches running nearly parallel to tho 
north through the pass iu the Sogbaulo 
range a little south of Bardez and south- 
ern through Duliuiusa, and across u simi- 



lar pass to a junction with tho northern 
branch at Chorausan. Ono road leads 
from Erivau through the valley of Arras 
to Cagisnia. Hero it branches northward 
to Ears communicating by a sido road 
with Getsobeyen, A moro important 
road from Erivau is tho highway leading 
via Aralyoh across the Persian froutior to 
Barslan, Sulumursa and Bayazid. This 
roal was used by tho Russians in 
thoir advanco upon Bayazid. Tho There- 
vivan column had at last accounts reach- 
ed JeranoouB. Tho plan of Hie Russian 
advanco is thus clear. 

Mkhtar Pasha telographs that tho Rus- 
sians aro making forward movements from 
various sides. Ho ulso reports several 
small engagements especially in tho 
neighborhood of Ears ail resulting favor- 
ably for tho Turks and claims tho Rus- 
sians in taking Ardahan lost 0,000 men. 

London, May 27.— A correspondent iu 
Vienna telographs that a French consor- 
tium hoaded by M. Freomy has offered 
tho Porto tho loau of fifty million francs 
in consideration of tho right to issue and 
circulate small coins from the produce of 
the Turkish mine. It has also offered a 
now loan of 2,000,000 pounds which shall 
sorvo as a foundation for tho new intend- 
ed issue of six million oonsolidos, 

A Paris telegram says there aro soveral 
indications that the chamber will bo dis- 
solved sooner than expected. All tho 
newspapers urge their respective parties 
to actively canvass tho elections.

EUROPE. 

Bucharest, Miiy 27.— Tho following de- 
tails are received of the destruction of tho 
Turkish monitor by torpedoes: Two young 
Russian officers attempted to reach tho 
monitor early in the evening with torpe- 
does, but wero discovered and driven 
back by a heavy lire. At 3 o'clook iu tho 
morning thoy returned in two skiffs car- 
rying a chain of small torpedoes tilled 
with dynamite. No watch being kept 011 
board'the monitor they seouroly ljdged 
the chain across her bows. On their re- 
turn they discharged tho wholo series of 
torpedoes by means of an electric battery. 
The vessel immediately disappeared. 

Bucharest, May 28 —A correspondent 
recounts the destruction of a Turkish 
monitor as follows:— lb was nno of tho 
«i>..Bt daring deeds ovor recorded. Small 
detachments of Russian soldiers loft tho 
northern shoro of tho Danube in a num- 
ber of small boats. Tho night being very 
dark thoy mnnagod to surround tho moni- 
tor before being discovered; when finally 
observed by tho sontinels on board they 
wero challenged. Tho Major ropliod iu 
Turkish "friends." Tho Turks not boiug 
satisfied commenced firing in tho direc- 
tion of Watching, not knowing where tho 
boats came from. During tho firing sev- 
eral Russian soldiers plunged into the 
water.swam silently to tho vessel and plac- 
ed a torpedo in eloso contact with her bot- 
tom. After it had been securely fastened 
and tho men returned to tho neighboring 
shore tho monitor was blown into tho air 
and all on board perished.
